Seattle, Wash., Feb. 1 —(/P)- AN 


mathc head flying from the hands 
of a stove repairman started flasn 
flames surging through the frame 
structure of a suburban sanatori- 
um and brought death to at least 
29 persons in the worst disaster of 
its kind this area ever has known. 


Twenty - eight bodies have been 


recovered from the 
mucky 
ruin

sioners, aged ill and a few mental 
cases. One other inmate died in a 
hospital and 17 were under treat- 
ment today for burns. 


Three of the 49 patients reported 


in Ihe building when Ihe fire began 
were unaccounled for, and officials 
feared Ihey, too, were dead.

shooters of golf history have come 
along during the last five years or 
so, scattering scoring records 
in 


their wake, and certainly some of 
those should be considered for nny 
Hall of Fame. 


There was Ralph Guldahl, one of 


the few to win the U. S. Open two 
consecutive years (1937-38), who set 
a scoring record of: 281. And Craig 
Wood who, at 40, crowned'a long 
links career by winning the U. S. 
Open after having tied 'in prev- 
ious years for the Open, the P.G.A. 
and the British Open. 


Others whose foals will be' re- 


called for years are Lawson Little, 
U. S. and British amateur cham- 
pion in 1934 - 35 and U. S. Open 
winner in 1940; Henry Cotton, Brit- 
ain's top star; Ben Hdgan, 
the 


most consistent low scorer in years, 
and Sammy Sncad, a long hitter 
with a great natural swing. Many 
pros regard Snead as the finest j 
shotmaker in the world but Sammy ' 
has been a poor strategist and an 
erratic finisher. 


These are all great players but 


our -nominations go to Gene Sara- 
zcn and Byron Nelson.

T HAD made Henry Prentiss, dur- 
A ing that year, with all the 
methodical care which a sculptor 
would devote to a major work.

When I knew that the Bill 


Stewart whom I had nevfer seen 
was to be the key opening the 
way for the appearance of my 
new 
character, 
I did several 


things. First, I settled to a study 
of European 
affairs, because it 


seemed obvious that I must be 
a European, and a journalist if 
that worked out properly. 


Second, I acquainted 
myself 


with the manners and manner- 
isms of international journalists, 
an easy task because they had 
written so much about themselves 
in recent years. I learned the 
names of the people whom I 
should claim as colleagues. 
I 


dropped anecdotes and epigrams 
into my memory. 


And, third, I began to sketch 


in my mind the outlines of the 
character who would be my exe- 
cutioner. 


The name of Vaughan Dunbar 


appealed to me when I read it 
on the cover of a book which he 
had published. The book was 
some years old, a collection of his 
most important dispatches. They 
were sound, but stiffish and alto- 
gether conservative. 
That was 


what I wanted—and 
Vaughan 


Dunbar, his name and such of 
his background as I might need, 
would serve my purposes.

Mussolini told an audience of Fas- 
cist militiamen today that victory 
in this war would go to the side 
which "is able to hold out a quar- 
ter hour longer than the enemy" 
and that "it is the last battle that 
brings victory." 


II Duce spoke "somewhere 
in 


central Itly" in observance of the 
20th anniversary of the fascist mil- 
itia, according to a broadcast by 
the Rome radio recorded by the 
Associated Press. 


Referring to the loss of Libya, 


Vlussolini said it had taken Italy's 
Cheif enemy (Britain) 32 months to 
register its first success and 
de- 


clared that Italy would return to- 
North Africa. 


'We shall return 
there 
where 


our dead await us and where we 
lave left indestructible marks of 
our powerful civilization," he as- 
serted. 


"As inflexible as the 
law of 


gravity' is the political law of the 
gravitation of peoples and the 50,- 
000,000 Italians have gravitated and 
will gravitate toward Africa. . , . 
That is our sacred right."
